Members  of  the  Board: 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Franconia,  New  Hampshire  for  the  Year  ended  December  31,  1998,  we  considered  the 
Town's  internal  control  structure  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurances  on  the 
internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  the  following  conditions  that  should  be 
corrected  in  order  to  strengthen  internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency.  This  letter 
does  not  affect  our  report  dated  February  5,  1999,  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Franconia,  New  Hampshire. 

Our  following  remarks  are  being  made  in  the  hope  that  they  will  improve  existing 
procedures  and  are  in  no  way  a  criticism  of  the  Town  personnel. 

1.  Tax  Deeded  Property 

The  Town  has  tax  liens  that  are  more  than  two  years  old  that  have  not  been 
deeded  to  the  Town.  This  is  allowed  only  in  situations  where  the  taxpayer  is 
going  through  bankruptcy  or  when  there  is  some  form  of  contamination  on  the 
property. 

Recommendation 

When  the  tax  lien  is  more  than  two  years  old  the  Tax  Collector  must  deed  the 
property  to  the  Town.  Once  deeding  process  is  complete  the  property  should  be 
removed  from  the  blotter  and  not  be  included  in  the  taxable  valuation  of  the 
Town.  The  Selectmen  may  then  arrange  to  sell  the  property  back  to  the  former 
owner.  Until  the  purchase  is  completed  and  full  payments  made,  the  property 
remains  in  the  Town's  name  and  all  proceeds  received  after  tax  deed  are 
considered  "sale  of  tax  property",  not  collections  of  real  estate  tax. 


Bank  Reconciliation's 

Reconciliation's  of  the  General  Fund  checking  account  are  not  being  done  by 

the  Treasurer  on  a  timely  basis. 

Recommendation 

The  Treasurer  should  promptly  reconcile  all  bank  accounts  on  a  monthly  basis 
and  turn  a  copy  over  to  the  Town's  bookkeeper  to  ensure  the  accuracy  of  the 
Town's  cash  balance. 

Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds 

The  cash  balance  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  with  Peoples  Bank  of  Littleton 

exceeded  the  FDIC  amount  of  $100,000. 

Recommendation 

To  ensure  that  all  funds  are  fully  covered  by  FDIC,  the  Trustees  should  make 
sure  that  the  cash  balances  remain  under  $100,000  in  each  depository  institution. 
One  of  the  Trustees  was  notified  of  the  situation  at  the  time  of  the  audit  and  she 
stated  that  the  funds  would  be  transferred. 


We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  to  the  Town  for  their  assistance 
during  the  course  of  our  audit.

This 
article  shall  be  voted  on  by  ballot  on  the  floor  of  town  meeting. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty- 
five  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($45,750.00)  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the 
Abbie  Greenleaf  Library  and  to  transfer  this  amount  to  the  Library  Trustees  for  their  use 
as  they  see  fit.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 


ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  ($12,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing  the  Fire  Station  parking  lot. 
This  will  be  a  non-lapsing  account  as  per  RSA  32:3  VI,  and  will  not  lapse  until  the 
resurfacing  has  been  completed,  or  in  five  years,  whichever  is  less.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  five  dollars  ($405.00)  for  the  Town's  share  of  the  operating  budget  for  the  Mt. 
Washington  Regional  Airport  Authority  at  the  Whitefield  Airport  for  the  current  fiscal 
year.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the  Franconia  Children's  Center  to  be  used 
for  programs  and  the  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  and/or  equipment  for  direct  use  by 
the  children  and  staff  The  Selectmen  do  not  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  that  portion  of  Timber  Lane  that 
extends  into  the  Timber  Ridge  subdivision  up  to  and  including  the  hammerhead  on  Tax 
Map  31,  Lot  36  and  Lot  37,  as  a  Town  Road,  said  road  having  been  constructed  to  Town 
specifications  and  still  meeting  those  specifications  as  of  November  1998. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  261:153 
which  would  allow  the  town  to  collect  a  $5.00  Vehicle  Registration  Surcharge  on  each 
car  registered  in  the  town  to  be  added  to  the  Highway  Improvement  Fund  previously 
established,  and  to  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  capital  improvements  to  our  town 
roads.  This  surcharge  would  go  into  effect  on  January  1,  2000.  This  article  shall  be  voted 
on  by  ballot  on  the  floor  of  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  a  question  on  the  state  election 
ballot  to  change  the  polling  hours  so  that  the  polls  shall  open  at  1 1 :00  AM  and  close  at 
7:00  PM  for  all  regular  state  elections  beginning  with  the  first  state  election  to  be  held  in 
the  year  2000.  (The  polling  hours  in  Franconia  are  now  from  8:00  AM  to  7:00  PM). 

ARTICLE  23.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  committees,  or  other  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

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FRANCONIA  &  FRANCONIA/MITTERSILL  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

It's  been  a  busy  1998.  In  May,  we  received  approval  of  the  Mittersill  preliminary  well 
siting  report  and  in  June  signed  a  contract  with  Hydrosource  Associates  of  Ashland,  NH 
for  the  drilling  &  development  of  two  wells.  The  department  was  responsible  for  minor 
drill  pad  preparation  at  site  #1  and  major  drill  pad  construction  at  Site  #3.  Drilling  began 
in  late  July  and  continued  through  the  end  of  September.  To  date  these  wells  have  not 
yielded  a  meaningful  source  of  water. 

The  department  located  and  oversaw  repairs  of  serious  leaks  in  four  different  house 
service  lines.  We  also  located  and  repaired  leaks  in  the  main  lines  on  River  Road  and 
Sunset  Lane  as  well  as  the  installation  of  a  new  main  valve  on  the  Sunset  line. 

All  hydrants  and  well  heads  in  both  systems  were  given  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  as  well  as 
the  trim  on  the  Gale  reservoir  building.  The  Mittersill  slope  reservoir  and  pump  house 
buildings  were  repaired  and  repainted. 

In  September,  we  completed  yet  another  round  of  EPA  mandated  Phase  II  &  V  testing 
of  all  sources  with  excellent  results. 

In  November,  we  finally  removed  a  large  quantity  of  old  well  and  transmission  wire 
from  Mittersill  and  then  cleaned  up  an  ancient  junk  pile  at  the  Howe  reservoir  building. 

We  look  forward  to  completing  the  electrical  work  at  Mittersill  and  the  installation  of 
master  meters  with  modernization  of  pump  controls  in  both  systems.  We  will  continue 
the  search  for  additional  water  at  Mittersill  and  hope  for  greater  success  in  1999.

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FRANCONIA  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1998  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  69  calls,  up  from  60  calls  in  1997. 
Automobile  emergencies  again  dominated  our  runs,  with  23  (versus  25  last  year).  Six 
were  moose  coUisions,  compared  to  four  last  year.  Automatic  fire  alarm  activations 
comprised  the  second  biggest  category  with  1 8  calls. 

There  were  three  incidents  that  were  termed  structure  fires  in  Franconia  in  1998.  This 
ended  a  two-year  interval  of  no  structure  fires.  Only  one  caused  extensive  damage,  and 
that  was  to  an  unoccupied  cottage.  Under  our  Twin  State  Mutual  Aid  system,  Franconia 
firefighters  responded  to  ten  out-of-town  incidents,  the  same  as  last  year,  including  five 
structure  fires  in  Littleton,  Lincoln,  Twin  Mountain  and  Lisbon. 

One  incident  this  year  illustrated  the  importance  of  your  role  in  fire  protection  and 
prevention.  A  smoldering  couch  fire  was  controlled  by  a  domestic  sprinkler,  greatly 
reducing  the  damage  to  the  dwelling  and  the  danger  to  our  firefighters.  We  would  like  to 
see  every  homeowner  consider  these  simple,  inexpensive  systems.  We  also  stress  the 
importance  of  keeping  smoke  alarms  in  working  order  and  appreciate  your  cooperation  in 
bringing  your  property  up  to  code. 

We  know  that  Franconia  citizens  do  not  take  their  fire  service  for  granted,  and  we 
thank  those  who  have  personally  supported  our  efforts.  However,  last  year,  the  calls 
increased  while  the  number  of  members  stayed  the  same.  In  1998,  the  Department's  20 
members  collectively  devoted  300  hours  to  training,  300  hours  to  meetings  and  634  hours 
responding  to  emergencies.  This  commitment  meant  much  sacrifice  to  them,  their 
families  and,  for  some,  their  earnings.  They  need  your  help.  We  invite  you  to  inquire 
about  joining  the  Department.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact 
your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing 
ANY  outside  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up 
to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding 
forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
State.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the 
Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppressions,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in 
1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests  of  New 
Hampshire.  This  damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards 
to  many  areas  of  the  State.  Your  local  Fire  Warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your 
assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the  State.  If  you 
need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800- 
444-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response 
from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland 
fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

The  6  through  1 1  year  old  kids 
met  Monday  through  Friday  for  8  weeks,  with  swimming  lessons  in  the  mornings, 
instructed  by  the  flamboyant  and  perennial  Jean  Serine.  Peter  Stewart  at  the  Gale  River 
Motel  was  generous  in  letting  our  kids  use  his  facihty  for  swimming  lessons.  Dan  the 
man  Walker  used  his  talents  on  the  tennis  courts. 

We  offered  instructional  baseball,  farm  league  and  Bambino  league  hard  and  softball 
teams.  Our  coaches  were  energetic  and  dedicated.  Mark  Maguire  was  asking  for  the 
coaching  job  but  I  told  him  he  could  never  replace  Rene  Wills.  Jim  and  Mary  Colongeli 
did  a  wonderful  job  with  basketball  again. 

Soccer  was  added  this  year.  Over  a  hundred  kids  signed  up.  Unbelievable!  Mike 
Kenney  had  his  hands  full,  but  did  an  outstanding  job  with  both  a  boys  and  girls  team. 
The  boys  went  undefeated.  Gordie  Johnk,  Steve  Horan,  Mark  Simpson,  Bob  Gorgone 
and  Barry  Field  were  all  MVC's  (most  valuable  coaches). 

Our  skating  rink  still  can  use  lots  of  work.  With  lots  of  work  from  lots  of  volunteers  at 
the  Halloween  party,  we  were  able  to  deposit  $7,000  in  the  Robert  McLachlin  Memorial 
Fund,  earmarked  for  long-term  improvements  to  the  rink.  Richard  McLachlin  is 
maintaining  the  rink  this  year. 

Our  Committee  meets  monthly  to  discuss  the  changing  recreational  needs  of  our  area 
and  is  interested  in  supporting  and  providing  recreational  activities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  community.  Parent  and  community  ideas  and  support  are  welcome.

Rather,  we  are  charged  with  the 
straight-forward  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to  the  problems  brought 
before  us.  We  are  empowered  to  grant  special  exceptions  and  variances,  on  a  case-by- 
case  basis,  when  such  is  appropriate  and  consistent  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
ordinance.

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FRANCONIA  HERITAGE  MUSEUM 
1998  ANNUAL  REPORT 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  conclude  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Franconia 
Heritage  Museum.  We  are  encouraged  by  the  enthusiasm  that  residents  and  tourists  have 
shown  about  the  restoration  of  the  c.1880  house  and  the  extensive  displays  of  exhibits 
representing  the  Town's  history. 

The  Directors  of  the  Heritage  Council  sincerely  thank  the  many  volunteers  who  gave 
their  time,  as  well  as  the  many  donors  of  artifacts  and  dollars,  all  of  whom  helped  to 
make  the  museum  a  reality.  It  was  only  with  the  help  of  volunteers  and  considerate 
contractors,  that  the  Heritage  Council  was  able  to  restore  the  house,  shed  and  bam  and 
open  them  to  the  public  with  the  funds  available  in  the  Sarah  Welch  Trust  Fund, 
supplemented  by  our  fund  drive. 

In  1998  more  than  1,000  residents  and  tourists  visited  the  new  museum  and  the  Iron 
Furnace  Interpretive  Center.  Now  the  Town  has  two  significant  historic  sites  to  preserve 
its  proud  history,  to  educate  its  youth,  and  to  attract  tourists. 

Both  the  museum  and  the  interpretive  center  are  owned  by  the  Town.  The  Heritage 
Council  developed  each  one  and  remains  responsible  for  the  operations.  Our  small,  non- 
profit organization  is  staffed  only  by  volunteers.  We  depend  on  voluntary  physical  and 
financial  help  from  townspeople  to  maintain  these  properties. 

Admission  is  free  and  membership  dues  are  low  so  that  everyone  in  the  community 
can  participate.  We  do  need  member  dues  and  additional  contributions  to  meet  operating 
costs.  If  you  have  not  yet  joined  or  renewed  your  membership  for  1999,  please  do  so 
today.  Contributions  above  the  minimum  dues  are  very  much  appreciated.  Your  gifts  are 
tax  deductible.

The  Frost  Place  had  a  successful  year  in  1998.  On  July  5*,  Frost  Day  was  jointly 
celebrated  with  the  North  Country  Chamber  Players.

It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be 
completed  in  1999.
